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Police Release Sketch of Suspect in Indecent Exposure 
Public’s help requested in trying to identify man who chased teenager 

 
The Howard County Police Department has released a composite sketch of a suspect in last 
week’s incident involving a man who exposed himself to a 15-year old girl in Ellicott City.  
Police are asking for the public’s assistance in identifying the man, who reportedly jumped out of 
his vehicle naked and chased the female a short distance on Kingsbridge Road before returning 
to his vehicle and leaving the area.   
 
The incident occurred on June 1 around 3:15 p.m.  Police describe the suspect as a Hispanic male 
in his 20’s, approximately 5’06” tall and 160 lbs.  The suspect was driving a white pick-up truck 
when the incident occurred.  
 
There have been no similar incidents reported to the police.   Police are asking anyone with 
information to call police at 410-313-3200.
